1.  By  letter  dated  February  7,  1997,  the  Complainant  and  the  Respondents  advised  the 
Board  of  Inquiry  that  they  had  reached  a  settlement  in  this  matter. 

2.  The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  is  not  a  party  to  the  settlement,  but  advised  the 
Board  of  Inquiry  by  letter  and  Notice  of  Motion  dated  February  14,  1997,  that  it  did  not 
wish  to  proceed  with  the  hearing  under  the  circumstances,  and  was  seeking  an  Order 
granting  it  leave  to  withdraw  the  complaint.  In  support  of  its  motion  the  Commission 
filed  two  documents:  Board  of  Inquiry  Form  3  (Confirmation  of  Full  Settlement), 
executed  by  counsel  for  the  Complainant  and  Respondents  by  their  respective  counsel; 
and  a  copy  of  the  release  executed  by  the  Complainant. 

3.  By  letter  dated  February  19,  1997,  counsel  for  the  Respondents  consented  to  the  granting 
of  the  Order  sought  by  the  Commission.  Counsel  for  the  Complainant  has  not  advised 
the  Board  whether  he  consents  to  the  Order,  but  I  accept  the  Form  3  and  Release 
executed  by  the  Complainant  as  sufficient  indicia  of  consent. 

4.  Having  regard  to  the  foregoing,  I  have  decided  to  grant  the  Commission  leave  to 
withdraw  the  complaint,  and  I  hereby  do  so.
